be practically without a dollar 
this, 
spring. 
Fair a Public Enterprise 
The history of the fair is such as j 
to justify, in their own minds, the 
attitude of the directors. 
The fair 
was pulled out of the hole by shrewd 
financing and good management six \ 
years ago. 
Since th at tim e it has j 
always been able to open a season 
with anywhere from $1,000 to $3,- 
000 in the treasury. 
This year ow- j 
ing to bad weather last fail, it has | 
nothing. 
Should the directors pro. 
teed. and should the fair find bad 
weather or other accidents the cause' 
of a losing year. the directors would 
bf' in honor bound to pay or to per­ 
sonally assume the payment of the j 
losses.
